Struggle Will Be Watched. 


The people have seen the Government 
@o long inactive against the Standard 
Oil and its allied interests—they have 
geen State and national laws violated 
with impunity for so many years—that 
they have come almost to the conclu- 
is no power great

now turn their eyes to St. Louis while 
the Government—which has proved it- 
self powerful enough to whip the armed 
enemies from without and within—un- 
Gertakes the task of licking the com- 
mercial pirates who have had their fin- 
gers in every man’s pocket {nthe 
country.

On Feb. 16, the day following the 
adoption of the resolution, President 
Roosevelt directed James R. Garfield. 
Commissioner of Corporatiéns of the 
Department of Commerce and Labor, to 
begin a rigid and comprehensive inves- 
tigation to determine the extent of the 
violation of Federal laws by Standard 
Ol] and ite allied interests. 

. After an investigation covering a pe- 
riod of more than a year, Commissioner 
Garfield made his report, which was 
gufomitted to Congrers May 4 1996. ac- 
companied by a special mesaige from 
Presifent Roosevelt. in . which the 
Chief Executive promised that the D-- 
partment of Justice would take un the 
question jof {natituting suits against 
Siandard -O'1. The suits promised at 
that time are the ones to be filed in

“Condemned by Roosevelt. 


President Roosevelt severely con- 
femned the practices of the, Standard 
AL Co., as Aieclosed by the Garfield tn- 
veatieations, which were made movch 
more thorough than at first anticipated. 


In his mersage to Congress he said: 


‘The report shows that the Standard 
Oll Co. has benefited enormousty almost 
up to the present moment by secret 
rates, many of these secret rates being 
clearly unlawful. This benefit amovnts 


to at least three-quarters-of a million 


dotlars a year. Thie three-quarters of 
nm tien Pr ersecnts. fhe profit that the 
Btandard O1 Co. obtrine atthe expense 
the 
is- that it obtains a 
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much larger profit at, the expense of 
the public.’’ 

In another part of his message the 
President said: ‘“‘Tbough not bearing 
upon the question of railroad rates, 
there are two measures under consid- 
eration, one of which is imperatively 
Suggested by the submission of this re- 
port. 

“The Standard Oil Co. has, largely by 
unfair or unlawful methods, crushed out 
home competition. It is highly des.rab‘e 
that an element of competition should 
be introduced by the passage of some 
such law as that which has already 
pessed the House, putting alcohol used 
in the arts and manufactures on the 
free list.” ee Be a OE 

Referring then to the prosecutions 
which are soon to be instituted here, 
Roosevelt said: 

“The Department of Justice will take 
up the question of instituting proseou- 
tions in at least certain of the cases. 
But it is most desirable to enact into 
law the bill introduced by Senator Knox 
to correct the interpretation of the im- 
munity provision rendered in Judge 
Humphrey's decision.”’ 

The decision the President referred to 
was rendered by Judge Humphrey in 
the Beef Trust cases at Chicago. and 
was to the effect that persons compelled 
to testify as to their own violations of 
Federal laws were immune from punish- 
ment, 

The Government will rely greatly upon 
the decision of the United States Su- 
preme Court in the.Tobacco Trust case 
to compel the Standard Oil ‘to produce 
its books and papers. 

“The hands of ‘thé Government have 
been greatly strengthened by this de- 
cision,”’ the President told Congress, 
“which permits the Government to ex- 
amine the books and records of. any 
corporation engaged in interstate com- 
merce.”’ | 


Upon the evidence of a most dam- 
aging character as to rebates, discrimi- 
nations, ete., gathered by Commissioner 
Garfield, and the more specific informa- 
tion obtained by.

The Government has gone to work in 
a thoroughly systematic manner, with 
a full realization of the magnitude of 
the task. It is barely posstble that 
President Roosevelt has his eye upon 
the future of his party, belleving that 
if he, as President, can direct a fight 
successfully against the world’s great- 
est commercial combination {1 restraint 
of trade, it will be a big feather tn the 
cap of the party that placed him {tn 
power. , 

He has already had the satisfaction of 
having whipped the Northern Securities 
Co.—a holding corporation created by 
such great factors in the railroad and 
financial world as James J. Hill and FE. 
H. Harriman-—to effect the consolida- 
tion of the Great Northern, Northern 
Pacific and Burlington railroads. 

In this case, which originated in St. 
Paul, and was argued on appeal before 
the United States Circuft Court of Ap- 
peals in St. Louls, a slender young man 
stood up in behalf of the Government 
and assalled the $100,000,000 corporation 
so successfully that the court {ssued a 
permanent injunevtion against it. This 
man was James M. Beck, then assistant 
United States Attorney-General, -who 
soon afterwards resigned to engage in 
the practice of his profession.

The wealth of the 
t’nited States is estimated at $100.000,000,-

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SCHURZ AND MARK TWAIN. 

The autobiographies of Carl Schurz and Mark 
Twain, now “running” as part of the literature cur- 
rent in the magazines, are, on the surface, widely 
different types of works of the same kind which 
are now appearing in what seems to be increasing 
profusion. 

The demand for them is a healthy public symp- 
tom, for there have been alarming indications at 
times that textbook education, with Americaan his- 
tory conventionalized in it, has left the present gen- 
eration almost ignorant of the real meaning of 
what was most full of meaning in the life of the 
generation to which Schurz and Mark Twain be- 
longed. | 

On the surface of their lives the two men seem 
to have nothing in common and to be opposed at 
so many points,as to be wholly contradictory. If 
Schurz lacked one thing more conspicuously than 
another it was the sense of humor. He came out 
of his German university into a world of tragic seri- 
ousness in which he found nothing more tragically: 
serious than he was himself revolutionist and 
an exile. With the fire of his youth, he had all the 
fineness of grain which makes men of his tempera- 
ment lovers of music, color, soft sounds in words 
and everything else that is most delightful. 7 

Mark Twain came out of his common school in 
Hannibal showing none of this. It was a “funny 
world” he found and he found himself “funny” 
it. He would have found more fun in Carl Schurz 
than in himself and the world in general combined, 
perhaps. Yet, when these two men, who would have 
found it hard to recognize any likeness at all in 
each other, if they could have tried seriously, dis- 
close themselves in what was most real in life as 
they felt it, they show that they felt the same things 
most and had practically the same feeling. 

The. “funny world” of Mark Twain was funny 
because he saw the same ‘contradictions in it of its 
own best and also of its own professions which fired 





Germany. When Mark Twain wrote in what pro- 
fessed to be fiction the humor of the American pas- 
sion for great returns on.small investments, accom- 
panied by the highest development of skill in reach- 
ing into the public treasury for private purposes, he 
showed in his own way a protest, the same con- 
trolling feeling which controlled Schurz through a 
life of the most serious struggle against all that 
develops out of such motives. 

To understand men seemingly as far apart as 
these two, when they show the life of their gen- 
eration moving them through the same feelings, is 
to get a better idea of what the life really was 
than any conventionalized textbook of history can 


Whether the view taken of life is as ohetnilie as 
that of Schurz or as humorous as that of his fel- 
low worker from Hannibal, it is a life that is still 
working out in the present and working on the 
feelings of everyone who is either helping to make 
history or is being made by it without knowing 
how his. feelings work and are worked on.

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IN BUT NOT OF THE WORLD, 

Speaking as Lord Lieutenant of the County of 
Linlithgow, at the opening of an asylum for the 
insane, Lord Rosebery dwelt upon the great increase 
of insanity in the United Kingdom. 

No less than $150,000,000 have been iriveated in 
these public asylums, the maintenance costing $15,- 
000,000 annually. Lord Rosebery reminded his hearers 
that this expenditure was for the “intellectually 
dead,’ for whom there was no hope. And he took 








this drain upon the resources of the Empire. 

Like most inquirers, he thought the strenuous. 
life and overwork were the causes, but it is urged 
in reply that in America, where the pace is swiftest, 
insanity is not increasing so rapidly as in countries 
where conditions are more settled and tranquil. 

Probably peace of mind is the best conserver of 
sanity, and where worry and anxiety prevail there 
will be a tendency to mental breakdown. This is ob- 
served by writers who have studied Oriental life. 
Insanity is infrequent in Asia and Africa. Time for 
meditation, rest, quiet, is demanded by the peoples 
of the East. The strife for individual aggrandize- 
ment is but little emphasized. They take things 
easy. And there is no such thing as progress. 

This is the alternative, apparently. Progress with 
mental rer sesesattieel or pence of mind with assured 
sanity. 

Is jit possible for men to be calm in the midst of 
strife? Can they work like the ambitious without 
the cares. and anxieties of the ambitious? In short, 
can they be in the world without being of the world? 
This appears to be the achievement required. 

' One nation has made « beginning in this way 
of life—the Japanese. They have undertaken great 
‘labors and successfully accomplished them. And 
they have not lost the calm and sanity which comes 
of peace of mind, What is the secret? Whatever 
it is, it is the contribution ‘of most value which

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NEW MILK PURIFIER. 
Prof. Behring of Paris, France, has discovered a 
new method of purifying milk without bolling !t or 


pehhyerol, simply oxygenated. One gramme per- 


liter of this substance is sufficient to destroy all nox- 
ious germs, “ke milk thu3 sierilized cen be Kot a 


long time and is not injured by traveling, but it can- 
not be drunk until it has been gently warmed and a 
drop of a catalytic substance has been added, ex- 
tracted from the milk itself. Dr. Behring sent two 
bottles of this sterilized milk to the central labora- 
tory of.the ministry of agriculture in Berlin, where 
it was found that the milk was perfectly pure. Dr. 
Bchring proved that light had a very harmful effect 
on the milk, whether sterilized hot or cold, and he 
recommended that it should be kept in a dark place 
or in red or green bottles. 





ELECTRICAL FARMING. 

Experiments in electrical farming which have been 
held by Prof. Lemstroem, of Helsingsfors, have 
demonstrated some very interesting facts. In one 
experiment with carrots the yield was Increased 30 
per cent the first year and 9) per cent the secona 
year over plants that were not treated electrically. 
In another experiment with potatoes where the cur- 
rent was generated galvanically in the earth by 
means of copper and zinc plates connected by in- 
sulated wires strung above growing vines, an in- 
creased yield of from 60 per cent to 100 per cent was 
recorded. Some scientists now claim that the large 
harvests of Spitzbergen and Finland are due to the 
electrical influence of the Aurora Borealis. 





GERMAN DEATH TEST 

Although it is asserted by nearly every practicing 
physician that the possibility of being buried alive 
can only occur where a medical examination has not 
been made, an iminent German physi@an and sur- 
geon states that a stronger, absolutely reliable death 
is still demanded, and the demand has been met by 
the discovery of a néw medium for ascertaining 
death with perfect certainty. 

This new death test, says the Scientific American, 
consists’ in injecting a solution of fluorescine deep 
into the tissues. If circulation exists the skin and 
mucous membrances become very yellow and. the 
eyes assume the color of emeralds; if the circulation 
has ceased none of: these results occur. 

The discoverer proposes that at least two hours be- 
fore the body is placed in a coffin such an Injection 
with flourescine be made. If life is not yet extinct . 
the injection does no harm and the coloring within a 
short time entirely. disappears without the slightest 
injury to the patient. ¢ 
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SELF-LIGHTING GAS JETS. 


A recent discoyery in connection with the “rare 
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New Way to Sterilize Milk—Electricity Increases Crepe Prevent Burying Alive— 
Gas Jets Self- Lit — Deathless Organisms—A Perfect Pendulum. 


the manufacturé of incandescent 
promise of the ultimate perfection of a self-lighting 
gas jet which will be entirely independent of electric- 
ity. or of the by-path, or pilot-light device. The 
metals referred to form alloys with fron which are 
found to possess the peculiar property of emitting 
sparks when rubbed with a file, the sparks being 
of sufficient Intensity to ignite a stream of gas. 

It is proposed to utilize this principle for gas light- 
ing by providing an attached bar of the new alloy 
adjusted in proper relation to the gas jet, and in 
such position that when the key is turned a Spark 
would: be produced, thereby igniting the gas. Fx- 
perimentally, this scheme has been proven entirely 
feasible, and it is only a question of mechanically 
perfecting such an attachment. Of course, there is 
still some question as to the life of such 4n 4ar- 
rangement when exposed to the heat of a gas burner. 


DEATHLESS ORGANISMS. 
The French zoologist, Maupas, after careful obser- 
vations covering a period of years, found that the 
creation of new organisms by the splitting up of the 


old finally caused a degeneration of the colony In 


which the process went on, the result being that, 
after a certain number of new organisms had broken 
off from the old, death appeared. This. served to 
prove the impossibility of immortality among Organ- 
isms. 

Now, however, P. Enriquez has brought to light 
certain startling facts as a result of the study he has 
given infusoria. He had found that the Glancorna 


/scintillans was capable of splitting up 683 times In 


succession without showing signs of decay; and he is 
continuing the experiments with the culture from 
day to day, still working with a healthy colony that 
refuses to die. 

Stated precisely, it means that the proper environ- 
ment seems to ignore the hereditary influence of 
death; and the old question of organic mortality is re- 
opened. The study of the relation between radio- 
activity and life is sure to throw some light upon 
this important matter.

After interrogating the New Testament for an an- 
swer to his query expressed in the title of his book, - 
“Should Christians Make Fortunes?” Mr. James Pat-

SCHURZ AND MARK TWAIN. 

The autobiographies of Carl Schurz and Mark 
Twain, mow “running” as part of the literature cur- 
rent in the magazines, are, on the surface, widely 
different {types of works of the same kind which 
are now appearing in what seems to be increasing 
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profusion. 

The demand for them is a healthy public symp- 
tom, for there have been alarming indications at 
times that textbook education, with Americaan his- 
tory conventionalized in it, has left the present gen- 
eration almost ignorant of the real meaning of 
what was most full of meaning in the life of the 
generation to which Schurz and Mark Twain be- 
longed. 

On the surface of their; lives the two men stem. 
to have nothing in common and to be opposed at 
so many pointsyas to be wholly contradictory. If 
Schurz lacked one thing more conspicuously than 
another it was the sense of humor. He came out 
of his German university into a world of tragic seri- 
ousness in which he found nothing more tragically 
serious than he was himself as a revolutionist and 
an exile. With the fire of his youth, he had all the 
fineness of grain which makes men of his tempera- 
ment lovers of music, color, soft sounds in words 
and everything else. that is most delightful. 

Mark Twain came out of his common school in 
Hannibal showing none of this. It was a “funny 
world” he found and he found himself “funny” in 
it. He would have found more. fun in Carl Schurz 
than in himself and the world in general combined, 
perhaps. Yet, when these two men, who would have 
found it hard to recognize any likeness at all in 
each other, if they could have tried seriously, dis- 
close themselves in what was most real in life as 
they felt it, they show that they felt the same things 
most and had practically the same feeling. 

The “funny world” of Mark Twain was funny 
because he saw the same ‘contradictions in it of its 
own best and also of its own professions which fired 
the heart of Schurz into attempting revolution in 
Germany. When Mark Twain wrote: in what pro- 
fessed to be fiction the humor of the American pas- 
sion for great returns on small investments, accom- 
panied by the highest development of skill in reach- 
ing into the public treasury for private purposes, he 
showed in his own way a protest, the same con- 
trolling feeling which controlled Schurz through a 
life of the most serious struggle against all that 
develops out of such motives. 

To understand men seemingly as far apart as 
these two, when they show the life of their gen- 
eration moving them through the same feelings, is 
to get a better idea of what the life really was 
than any conventionalized textbook of history can 
IV 

Whether the view taken of life is as serious as 
that of Schurz or as humorous as that of his fel- 
low worker from Hannibal, it is a life that is still 
working out in the present and working on the 
feelings of everyone who is either helping to make 
history or is being made by it without knowing 
how his feelings work and are worked on.

IN BUT NOT OF THE WORLD. 

Speaking as Lord Lieutenant of the County of 
Linlithgow, at the opening of an asylum for the 
insane, Lord Rosebery dwelt upon the great increase 
of insanity in the United Kingdom. 

No less than $150,000,000 have been invested in 
these public asylums, the maintenance costing $15,- 
000,000 annually. Lord Rosebery reminded his hearers 
that this expenditure was for the “intellectually 
dead,” for whom there was no hope. And he took 
the ground that something must be done to arrest 
this drain upon the resources of the Empire. 

Like most inquirers, he thought the strenuous 
life and overwork were the causes, but it is urged 
in reply that in America, where the pace is swiftest,

Probably peace of mind is the best conserver of 
sanity, and where worry and anxiety prevail there 
will be a tendency to mental breakdown.

of the East. The strife for individual aggrandize- 
ment is but little emphasized. They take things 
easy. And there is no such thing as progress. 

This is the alternative, apparently. Progress with 
mental breakdown or peace of mind with assured 
sanity. 

Is it possible for men to be calm in the midst of 
strife? Can they work like the ambitious without 
the cares and anxieties of the ambitious? In short, 
can they be in the world without being of the world? 
This appears to be the achievement required. 

One nation has made « beginning in this way 
of life—the Japanese. They have undertaken great 
labors and successfully accomplished them. And 
they have not lost the calm and sanity which comes 
of peace of mind, What is the secret? Whatever 
it is, it is the contribution of most value which 
Jepan has to make to the cause of civilization, :

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NEW MILK PURIFIER. 

Prof. Behring of Paris, France, has discovered 4 
new method of purifying milk without bolling Jt or 
destroying any of its essential principles. The meth- 
od ts based on the powerful qualrues of Garman 
pehhyerol, simply oxygenated. One gramme per- 


liter of this substance is sufficient to destroy all nox- 
lous germs. ‘Ste milk thu3 sierilived cén be Kot a 


long time and is not injured by traveling, but it can- 
not be drunk until it has been gently warmed and a 
drop of a catalytic substance has been added, ex- 
tracted from the milk itself. Dr. Behring sent two 
bottles of this sterilized milk to the central labora- 
tory of the ministry of agriculture in Berlin, where 
it was found that the milk was perfectly pure. Dr. 
Behring proved that light had a very harmful effect 
on the milk, whether sterilized hot or cold, and he 
recommended that it should be kept in a dark place 
or in red or green bottles. 


ELECTRICAL FARMING. 

Experiments in electrical farming which have been 
held by Prof. Lemstroem, of Helsingsfors, have 
demonstrated some very interesting facts. In one 
experiment with carrots the yield was Increased 30 
per cent the first year and 90 per cent the second 
year over plants that were not treated electrically. 
In another experimént with potatoes where the cur- 
rent was generated galvanically in’ the earth by 
means of copper and zinc plates connected by = in- 
sulated wires strung above growing vines, pe in- 
creased yield of from 60 per cent to 100 per cent was 


recorded?’ Some scientists now claim that the large 


harvests of Spitzbergen and Finland are due to the 
electrical influence of the Aurora Borealis. 


GERMAN DEATH TEST 

Although it is asserted by nearly ev ery practicing 
physician that the possibility of being buried alive 
can only occur where a medical examination has not 
been made, an iminent German physi@an and sure 
geon states that a stronger, absolutely reliable death 
is still demanded, and the demand has been met by 
the discovery of a new medium for ascertaining 
death with perfect certainty. 

This new death test, says the Scientific American, 
consists in injecting a solution of fluorescine deep 
into the tissues. If circulation exists the skin and 
mucous membrances become very yellow and the 
eyes assume the color of emeralds; if the circulation 
has ceased none of these results occur. 

The discoverer proposes that at least two hours be- 
fore the body is placed in a coffin such an Injection 
with flourescine be made. If life is not yet extinct 
the injection does no harm and the coloring within a 
short time entirely disappears without the slightest 
injury to the patient.

Fx- 
perimentally, this scheme has been proven entirely 
feasible, and it is only a question of mechanically 
perfecting such an. attachment. Of course, there is 
still some question as to the life of such 4@n 4r- 
rangement when exposed to the heat of a gas burner. 


DEATHLESS ORGANISMS. 

The French zoologist, Maupas, after careful obser- 
vations covering a period of years, found that the 
creation of new organisms by the splitting up of the 
old finally caused a degeneration of the colony in 
which the process went on, the result being that, 
after.a certain number of new organisms had broken 
off from the old, death appeared. This served to 
prove the impossibility of immortality @mong Organ- 
isms. 

Now, however, P. Enriquez has brought to light 
certain startling facts as a result of the study he has 
given infusoria. He had found that the Glancorna 
scintillans was capable of splitting up 683 times In 
succession without showing signs of decay; and he is 
continuing the experiments with the culture from 
day to day, still working with a healthy colony that 
refuses to die. 

Stated precisely, it means that the proper environ- 
ment seems to ignore the hereditary Influence of 
death; and the old question of organic mortality is re- 
opened. The study of the relation between radio- 
activity and life is sure to throw some light upon 
this important matter.

FAULTLESS CLOCK PENDULUM. 

A clock pendulum made from invar needs no come 
pensation, since its length is unaffected by variations 
of temperature. It is found that a rod of invar very 
slowly increases in length when kept at a constant 
temperature; this change extends over Many years, 
but is not of sufficiently large -magnitude-to form 
a drawback to the use of invar in ordjnary Instru- 
ments of precision, although it renders this substance 
unsuitable for the construction of ultimate standards 
of length. Invar is destined to play an important 
part in ordinary geodetical measurements; here the 
small progressive expansion mentioned above is of 
little consequence, since the standards of length can 
be periodically compared with an ultimate standard; 
on the other hand, the increase in accuracy is very 
marked.

tempt to place before the jury the facts other than 
they were. In the argument, after calling atten- 
tion to the fact that there was no direct testimony, 
Lincoln reviewed the circumstances, and after con- 
ceding that this and that ts to point to de- 
fendant’s gullt, closed by saynmg that he had re- 
flected much on the case, and while it seemed proba- 
ble that defendant was guilty, he was not sure; and 
looking the jury straight in the face said: ‘‘Are you?’ 
The defendant was acquitted, and afterwards the rea! 
criminal was detected and punished. How different 
would have been the conduct of many lawyers! Some 
would have striven to lead the Judge into technical 
errors, with a view to an appeal to a higher court. 
Others would have become hoarse tn denunciation of 
witnesses, decrying the lack of positive testimony 
and the marvelous virtue of a reasonable doubt. The 
simple, straightforward way of Lincoln, backed hy 
the confidence of the jury, won.

WHEN CHRISTIANS WILL 
_ CEASE TO MAKE FORTUNES ~ 


from the Literary Digest. 
HE discontinuance of the amassing of money, - 

especially by Christians, is recommended by 

& recent writer, as the proper answer to the 
“loud and impassioned cry for justice’ whieh is g0- 
ing up from the “heart of the mighty democracy.” 
After interrogating the New Testament for an anh-- 
swer to his query expressed in the title of his book, 
“Should Christians Make Fortunes?” Mr. James Pat- 
erson Gledstone declares that the honest adoption 
and faithful carrying out of Christ's principies © 
“would put @ restraint upon the growth of private 
capital and probably abolish it altogether.” He is 
not dismayed by the objection that without capital 
there can be no development. What we have looked 
upon as development, he avers, cannot be regarded 
as the only kind possible or even as the best pos 
sible. He says: 
“There must be a better way for sociéty to grow 
than for monopolists to fatten upon the people; than 
for money hunters to pick the brains of men more 
intelligent than themselves; than for bureaucracies 
to usurp all government, whether under a Russian 
autocrat or a British monarchy or an American re- 
public; than™for enormous armies and navies to be 
maintained in constant readiness to destroy the peace 
of the world and the autonomy of feebler peoples; 
than for the sweet country to be forsaken for the 
cities of smoke and fog and hideous manufactures 
and ghastly streets... If society ia evolving from 
stage to stage, how happy will it be when this stage 
is passed! For there must be a better way for 
thousands of our fellow creatures to live than to be 
turned into animals by the brutalizing conditions in 
which they are now compelled to pass their days."’ 

Obedience to Christ's words, he continues, “even 
were it universal, could not create more poverty, 
more misery, more degradation, more demoralization 
and more dangerous social and political consequenceg 
than we now have from competition tempered in 
some degree by Christian influence and human grin- 
ciple.” The Christian way, as he sees it, would thus 
affect individuals: 

“It would call a halt to the mad pace at which 
most are rushing along. It would spread the erush- 
ing work of ten or twenty or thirty years over forty 
or fifty years; men would not be too old at @ We 
should not see the sad spectacle of men at their best, 
mentally and morally, discarded for boys and youths, 
who can be obtained for less money, and who havé 
more physical force—though not always that The 
quieter and saner life among a great body of Chris- 
tian people would have a calming influence upon the 
rest. * * * And further, this unworldly manner of 
living does not imply that Christian#® would be poor, 
as that word is generally understood. They would 
not depreciate and discountenance the beautiful and 
gracious things of life that, in go maany instances at 
least, make life more like heaven than it otherwise. 
would be. Their avoidance of laying up treasures on 
earth would tend to simplicity of life, purity of taste, 
economy of means and enjoyment of nature, which 
makes no heavy charges for looking at the ever- 
changing splendors of the skies and listening to the 
music of wind and water, and observing the ways of 
birds, plants, insects and animals.” 

Further, he adds: 

“The men and women are the real capital; In them 
lies every potency and possibility. They can turn 
the earth into better than gold; into harvests of 
plenty and a home of contentment. We may not eon- 
found things temporal with things spiritual, for our 
aim all through has been to uplift and dignify the 
spiritual—but there can be no question that when 
spiritual things are put first they immediately touch 
and transform earthly things, and these, again, affect 
the other. A nation that has a large body of men | 
who do not enter into competition to be rich, but are 
models of industry, frugality, honesty, temperance, ~ 
would soon feel a new regenerating force at work 
within her. Every kind of industry would be remod- ~ 
eled. 

“But without our great ‘captains of industry,’ with- 
out our great capitalists, how would much of ‘the 
world’s enterprise succeed?

Far more important than the lime con- 
tent is the amount of iron present in 
the ash.

FORT RENO, O. T., Nov. 3. 
1iE announcement from Washington 
that the President will not make 
public his decision on the refusal 
of the negro troops who were at 
Brownsville, Tex., at the time of the 
riot last August, when one citizen was 
killed and several were injured, to give 
up the offenders, until his return from 
liis Virginia estate next week, has given 
some of the men who will be affected 
by his decree hope that Mr. Rooseveit 
may deal leniently with them. 

They think that, if the President were 
very angry and wholly approved Gen. 
Garlington'’s penalty of dismissal, he 
would have acted tong ago. This rea- 
soning eliminates’ entirely the require- 
ments of discipline. The President in- 
structed Gen. Garlington to give com- 
paniés GL, C. and D a certain time in 
which to reveal the identity ef tie of- 
fenders in their ranks and to threaten 
them with any penalty he might see 
fit, even to dismissal, if they -should 
rove recalcitrant. It is believed that 

en. Garlington has recommended the 
dishonorable discharge from the service 
of the three companies antl it is hard 
to see how the President can afford not 
to support him. 

Failure of the officers to do one thing 
immediately following the riot may re- 
sult finally in frilure to bring the guilty 
persons to justice. 

Fert Brown is within a stone's throw 
of the town of -Brownsville, a high 
stone wall separating the post from the 
town. At night’a guard waiks his beat 
on top of this wall. The riot took place 
at midnight. The stars were shining, 
but the night was quite dark. The mo- 
ment firing was heard, the bugier 
gounded the cal! to arms, that a roll of 
the troops might be called. Not a sol- 
dier was missing from the ranks, save 
those who had passes, and they were 
accounted for in a manner satisfactory 
to the post commander, Maj. Penrose, 
now in command at Fort Reno. 


Rifles Not Inapected. 


Soldiers of the three companies here 
gay that if there had been an immedi- 
ate inspection of rifles the fact of 
whether or not they had been fired 
would have been apparent, which would 
have disclosed the identity of the riot- 
ers. There was no rifie inspection until 
the following morning, and all the rifles 
were found to be clean. The loss of 
this evidence may make it impossible to 
find the rioters. 

A member of Company D, a man of 
intelligence, suggested a possible reason 
for the outbreak at Fort Brown. He 
@eaid that a night or two before the 
shooting the story was told that a negro 
soldier had seized a white woman by

tation in the South. Later an order was 
{sasued that none of the soldiers could 
‘Jeave the garrison after 8 o'clock at 
night. The order gave no reason for its 
issuance, but the men suspected the 


oa.use. 

“It would be foolish to say that 
there are not bad and dangerous men 
in the service,” said this soldier. “Our 
present trouble comes doubtless from 
an organized clique of not more than 
-half a dozen such men to ‘get even’ 
with ‘the town. And the three com-

The wing men are, of course, chosen 
for thelr speed, and often much of the 
prettiest play is seen between two weil- 
matched, fast opponents on the side 
lines. The forwards must be accurate 
kickers, able to snap the ball out of a 
rush by the followers and -kick quickly 
and straight. The goal sneak hovers 
around his opponents’ goal. He must be 
quick as a flash when he gets his 
chance, for as a rule he is well watched. 
Interference is allowed in the game, 
‘shepherding your man” is the Australi- 
an term forit. Frequently a fast, dodgy 
runner, well shepherded, will take the 
ball right down the ground and land it 
well in his Opponents’ territory. 

Besides the drop kicking and mark- 
ing, or catching, speed is the greatest 
feature of the Australian game. On 
the slightest sign of the ball being 
held onto or wrestled over the um- 
pire will sound his whistle ahd start 
the game along by bouncing the ball 
in the middle of the followers.

The guards, center and the tacklers 
on defense, watch the ball in order to 
charge with it.

If they do this all 
the time, the ability to see both the op- 
ponents and the ball at the same time 
will become sort of an instinct and will 
be of great value to them,

Man Who Is Responsible 
Changes in Rugby Rules 
Greatly Pleased. 


In view of the fact that Chancellor 
MacCracken of New York University 
took the initiative last year in the move- 
ment to reform or abolish the then ex- 
isting game of football, his present ideas 
on the sport and its future are interest~ 
ing. During a recent interview he said: 
“The new rules promise to ly 
eliminate the element of danger a to 
do away with the temptations and op- 
portunities for dishonest and brutal 
lay. The reformed game is now be- 
ng properly supervised by the National 
Association, which is a permanent or- 
ganization. The committee on rules 
continues. in existence, and if the pres- 
ent regulations should prove unsatisfac- 
tory it will be much easier to change 
them than in the past. That the alter- 
ations were welcome throughout the 
football world is proved by the fact that- 
more than sixty collegea joined in the 
movement. 

‘It is many years since I played at 
college, but I still take a great deal of 
interest In the sport and intend to assist 
it in every way. The reduction In the 
number of serious mishaps in mass 
plays this fall seems to justify the rad- 
ical changes made by the committee as 
being a move in the right direction.” 

The chancellor also stated that at a 
recent council meeting of the university 
a rule was passed preventing profession- 
al school students from playing. This 
is in line with the action of most of the 
colleges. The university team hag only 
arranged for four games this year, 
reason js that the faculty simply desires 
to try the new rules and gauge their 
value, and for this purpose an extensive 
schedule is deemed unnecessary. [If the

Pittsfield, Mass., which ig the experi- 
mental station for the ®&ero Club of 
America, made a bid for the race, but, 
because of the limited supply of gas 
obtainable and the fact that it is only 
1” miles from the sed, has been against 
its selection. Among the cities which 
bid for the race are Cleyeland, Cincin- 
nati; Minneapolis, Chicago and St. 
Louls. The officials of the Aero Clud 
favored St. Louis because of its geo- 
graphical location. Capt. Hedge 
said that the promoters of St. Louis 
as the starting point for the race had 
offered the club a million and a half 
cubic feet of gas free if St. Louls was 
chosen. 

While many members of the Aero 
Club have been in favor of a city near- 
er New York, Cortlandt Field Bishop, 
who has been the club’s representative 
Abroad, favored the Mississippi River 
for a starting point, as the race will be 
the greatest flight ever undertaken and 
the contestants expect to build balloons 
which will give them a supply of gas 
sufficient for a week's flight. Several 
of the balloons will have a capacity of 
100,000 cubic feet of gas and the air 
pilots will inflate with a combination of 
hydrogen and illuminating gas. 

The whole plan of obtaining gas will 
be discussed at a meeting of the Aero 
Club in Pittsfield on Monday, when 
Courtland Field Bishop of New York 
will be elected president of the Aero 
Club. Already the Aero Club has seven 
entries for the cup from America, while 
Belgium, France, Italy, Holland, Eng- 
land and other foreign countries have 
made entries. According to the rules of 
the cup contest only three balloons from 
each ¢ountry will be eligible to start. 


Race Wil] Attract Crowd. 


The Aero Club of America hag ap- 
pointed a committee to visit St. Louis 
to make afrangements for quarters for 
the club and to look over its gas plant, 
In Paris, at the last race, a million 
Spectators saw. the start and the Aero 
Club anticipaates that there will be a 
great interest in the race at St. Louis. 

Each of the balloons wil] require a 
clear space for itself and its appliances 
of about three thousand square feet. 

This will necessitate a very large area 
to permit all of the balloons to be made 
ready in the same field. Moreover this 
area must be near a gas pliant. This 
would make impossible the starting of 
the race from a, field out in the county. 
Each balloon will require an average of 
70,000 cubic feet of gas, which would 
mean about one million four hundred 
thceusand cubic feet for 20 balloons. The 
Laclede Gaslight Co. could probably fur- 
nish gas from its plant on Rutger street 
at the rate of 3,000,000 cubic feet every 
24 hours. This would enable the pro- 
moters of the race to fill 20 balloons in 
about twelve hours—which is very good 
time from the balloonist’s standpoint.

Broadway. It was specifically stated 
the purpose of the meetings was the 
election of officers for the ensuing year. 

The call for the meeting wads dated 
Oct. 31, but was evidently held back 
until after Mr. Fish had ieft the cicy 
so that he would be taken unawares, 
The duty of setting a date for the elec- 
tion of officers rests ordinarily with the 
president of a railroad but Mr. Harri- 
man took advantage of a by-law of tHe 
Illinois Central which states that a spe- 
cial meeting may be called by order of 
three or more directors. 

Wednesday is the day following elec- 
tion. One of the members of the IIli- 
noigs Central board is Gov. Deneen of 
Illinois. Counting him there are 18 mem- 
bers of the board.

ROOM TO STOP ECHO. 


Annoyed Judge Has Solution 


for Noise Problem. 

DES MOINES, Io., Nov. 3.—The ceil- 
ings in thé four District Court chambers 
in the’ new Courthouse will bear strik- 
ing resemblance to an overhead trolley 
svatem if the judges carry out pres- 
ent plans. At the first hearings in the 
courtrooms proper it was discovered 
that the high ceilings caused echoes 
that make it exceedingly difficult for 
good hearing. .To stop these reverbera- 
tions Judge Howe proposed that a num- 
ber of wires be strung across each of 
the chambers about fifteen feet from 
the. floor and in both directions. The 
Judge declared that the wires would 
successfully stop the reverberations. To 
most of those who heard the proposi- 
tion the wiring process as a cure to 
echo was a distinct innovation. Never- 
theless, Judge HFiowe averred that the 
wiring will do the business, and [ft Is 
probable his suggestion will be tried un- 
less the acoustic qualities of the court 
rooms improve.

This may show whether Fuchs was 
killed with ‘his own gun, which was 
found broken by his side on a steep hill, 
neaz his home, where the fight occurred, 
or with a shotgun carried by the in- 
truders. 

The wptorn earth, where the combat 
took place, and the hair and blood on 
the broken stock of Fuchs’ shotgun 
have caused the authorities to abandon 
their first belief that Fuchs was over- 
powered and killed with his own weap- 
on during the struggle. 

The Fuchs’ home stands on Lumaghi 
hill, near the main road from Lebanon 
to Collinsville. His son, John, lives a 
hundred yards away. Between them lies 
another road and a deep gully. The 
houses stand on the highest points for 
miles around, and the outbuildings, {in 
which their hogs and cattle are quar- 
tered, are situated at the edge of steep 
hills, covered with dwarfed trees and 
dense underbrush.

Heard Thieves In Pig Pen. 


Shortly after midnight yesterday 
morning, Fuchs was awakened by the 
squeuling of hogs and the yelp of a dog 
On the premises of his son, John. The 
son and his wife were. spending the 
night at the home of a neighbor, John 
Wininger, whose wife was ill. Fuchs 
arose and walked into the yard. The 
noise continued. He entered the house, 
dressed and told his wife to get his gun. 
He then left, saying that someone was 
trying to steal his son’s hogs and he in- 
tended to investigate. 

Ten minutes later Mrs. Fuchs and her 
daughter, Louisa, heard a shot. They 
presumed that Fuchs had fired at the in- 
truders to frighten them away. When 
an hour passed and he did not return, 
they shouted from the porch, but re- 
ceived no response. They were afraid 
to go out into the night and learn what 
ry befallen him and waited until morn- 
0 

Fone Fuchs and his wife returned at 
5 o'clock. ‘A neighbor, Henry Scharden, 
told John that someone had attempted 
to steal his hogs: The men went to 
the pen and found that a valuable brood 
sow Weighing 490 pounds was missing. 

They searched the thickets and found 
the hog near the bottom of the hill at 
the rear of his home. The animal had 
been dragged with a rope about its neck 
and one leg. The leg was nearly sev- 
ered by the friction of the rope. The 
men meade a further search and John 
found the body of his father a hundred 
yards from where the hog had been dis- 
covered. 


Fought on Hillside. 


Fuchs was lying on his left side, with 
his head down the hill. There was a 
gurcshot wound in his abdomen, which 
had been inflicted at such close range 
that part of the shirt had been burned 
away. His gun, a new one, was broken 
off at the stock just behind the trigger. 
Uprooted shrubs and torn earth left a 
path showing where the men had grap- 
pled as they fought and rolled down the 
Cm~wlivity. 

An examination of the broken gun 
showed that the c artridge in the rignt 
barrel had been diseharged, Che one 
in the left was intact. At the foot of 
the hill, where the road winds in a 
curve, were found tracks of a light 
spring wagon which had been driven up 
to the fence and turned around. A piece 
of hold-back strap was also. found, !

Hitherto a clergyman of an Old 
Bellevers’ or a Dissenters’ sect, not 
being recognized by law as a clergy- 
man, was described in his passport as 
a common peasant, a petty burgher, or 
merchant, according to the status

First Chapters of Genesis a 
Dovetailing of Many 
Accounts, 
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SCIENCE SHOWS FACTS 





Admission of Symbolism, Does 
Not Destroy Sublimity \of 
the Book. 


LONDON, Nov. 3.—Rey. Dr. Sanday 
of Cambridge, the well-known biblical 
scholar, spoke at Church House, West- 
minster, on the symbolism of the Bible, 
and expounded the view that the story 
of the creation was the work of imag- 
Inative writers. 

“Symbolism is used very freely in the 
Bible.’ the Rev. Dr. Sanday s&id, “‘but 
I am not sure that we realize either 
the extent. to which it permeates the 
whole volume from beginning to end 
or how important a factor it is, es- 
pecially in all those problems which 
have to do with the harmony of ancient 
and modern. 

“When the Hebrew historian 
writing of events that were still fresh 
in men's memory, and when he was 
drawing on good contemporary sources, 
he was an excellent narrator. 

“But the first book of the Bible goes 
back beyond the reach of any contin- 
uous tradition. The resources of mod- 
ern‘ science, of geology and astronomy, 
were not then available for recover.ng 
the records of the past.” 

No Evidence of Inspiration. 

‘‘Apart from a -preternatural convey- 
ance of knowledge, of whjch there is 
no evidence, and for which there would 
be no analogy, the only method left for 
the reconstruction of the past’ was the 
exercise of imaginative intuitipn. 

“It must have been In some such way 


as this that the authors whose writings 
have been dovetailed into one another 
in the first chepters of Genesis framed 
their allied, though not identical 


was 


of man. 

‘We would not be wrong in calling 
the cosmogony of Genesis a symbolical 
representation of the facts, any more 
than we should“n giving a like desc:ip- 
tion of the Babylonian cosmogony. 

The cosmogony of the book of Gene- 
sis has had rather hard measure at the 
hands of criticism. Its sublime features 
have, indeed, been pointed «ut, but 
along with this there has gone a cer- 
tain severity of judgment from. the 
point of view of modern science. 


Merely Symbolical Story. 
“The application of such a point of 
view Is really a survival from the days 
when the inspiration of the Bible was 
identified with verbal Iinfallibility. 
“Scholars have been compelled to 
point out in the interest of truth that 


this definition will not hold, and in the 
course of their argument they have ap- 


corrections of the fact. 


such corrections will no longer be 
thought necessary, and that it will be 
assumed from the outset that the repre- 
sentations in the first three chapters of 
Genesis are symbolical, and that they 
were never intended to be literal. 
“When once we make up our minds to 
regurd these pictures as symbols, we 
are free to admire their sublimity and 
truth from the point of view of religion 
and their aptness of form for the pur- 
pose for which they are 
believe that the whole of the Penta- 
teuch would be rightly described as 
symbolical in a greater or less degree,’

HE farmers of the country are 

Z- weary of vain arguments on 

trust-regulation. They are going 

to “fight the devil with fire.’’ They are 

planning trusts of their own to buck the 

big combines from whose hands they 
now humbly feed. 

This is not a wild hallucination, like 
some of the remedies for their woes 
that have been proposed in the past. 
It is a purley economic principle that 
they have developed by long rational 


Study of the situation. The farmer has 
become a good student and he igs be- 
ginning to. harp on such Darwiniar> 
phrases as ‘ithe struggle for existence”’ 
and ‘‘ the survival-of the fittest.’”’ He 
has reached a conclusion that it ts a 
fight for life and.he is preparing to 
strip for the fray.

MONEY MARKET 
S UNCHANGING 


Not Affected by Causes for 
Fluctuations in the 
East. 


The movement of prices of stocks 
on the Stock Exchange and of the 
volume and the price of money in the 
banks has not in any particular fol- 
lowed the course of the Eastern finan- 
cial centers, especially New York, 
where both call and time money have 
been higher the last week than the 
week before. 

St. Louis banks have all of the 
money they can handle and to spare, 
as the loan market is not active, Con- 
siderable sums are still being sent to 
interior banks on account of the grain 
movement in the Southwest and of 
cotton in Texas, Louisiana and the 
Territories. But the crux of the money 
movement for grain has been passed 
and the middle of the month clear- 
ings will show the first return to St. 
Louis institutions of the increased 
balances of Southern and Southwest- 
ern banks in this city. 

One of the items of interest in the 
financial district this week is the: ex- 
tensive trading in the shares of the 
State National Bank, e of the oldest 
aid soundest of the cify’s financial in- 
stitutions. There is not the least prob- 
ability that the purchases are being 
made for control of the institutions and 
about the only information obtainable 
is that the trading is for account of 
some investor who has watched the in- 
crease in the bank’s business and has 
concluded that an increase of the. divi- 
dend on the stock will be made. The 
uniform price of $190 per share was paid 
on all recent purchases of the stock. 

Strect Car Lines. 

Probably the first physical evidence 
of the plans of the United Railway Co. 
in connection with its purchase of the 
St. Louis & Suburban railway lines, 
developed Wednesday when the work- 
men made their appearance at the old 
Vandeventer avenue narrow gauge 
railway depot on Morgan street west 
of Vandeventer avenue and commenced 
the removal of the old cars, sheds, 
tracks and: depot structure to which 
the Suburban fell heir on acquisition of 
the old Florisant narrow guage rail- 
road. All of the property fronting on 
Morgan street occupied by these old 
sheds, depot and tracks—about 200 feet, 
is to be cleared away and thie turn or 
curve of the Suburban tracks from 
Morgan street to the alley north 
through which the Suburban line runs 
westward over the old narrow guage 
right of way, is to be moved from the 
east line of the property to the west 
line and on the vacant ground a very 
large office building for the operating 
department and club. rooms for the em- 
ployes is to be erected. While no an- 
nouncement has been made it is more 
than likely that the first of the vear 
will record more and important changes 
including the substitution of newly 
painted yellow cars for&the Suburban 
System and the perfection of the sys- 
tem of transfers.

Good Gains Made Both in Fu- 
tures and the Cash 
Article. 


The past week in the local grain 
market was one of active trading, a 
wide range and steady advancing prices. 
Good speculative interest from the out- 
side and a good tone existed throughout 
the week. Wheat prices on the whole 
for the week show an advance of a full 
cent, corn a slight advance and oats 
gained about 4¢c. 

Wheat futures started the week under 
bullish conditions, an advance of half a 
cent being made at Monday’s close on 
the ‘bullish tenor of the news. Tne 
world’s shipments were over 200,000 less 
than the previous week, the visible su 
ply also showing a decrease af 89, 
bu. These features offset the large in- 
crease in the grain on ocean passage, 
the bullish sentiment being accentuated 
by the bullish tone to the domestic news, 
receipts in the Northwest being very 
light and the weather in that region 
being very unfavorable. 

Under these conditions, trade picked 
up considerably, entirely recovering 
from the dead dull tone that had pre- 
vailed for some time, and making a gain 
of %ec in prices. 

The Minneapolis market was closely 
watched, both in the local market and in 
Chicago. and on several occasions led 
the latter two markets in good advanc- 
es. Foreign news was also refiected lo- 
cally, the favorable Liverpool cables, 
which were the rule during the week, 
having a good effect on prices. 

Towards the middle of the week local 
prices broke half a cent in sympathy 
with a disastrous bear raid in Chicago, 
where several of the prominent brokers 
unloaded several milHons of bushels of 
wheat, rumor saying that it was for 
Valentine’s interest, and pounding prices 
down to a full cent decline in a few 
minutes. 

There was no apparent change in the 
situation, the news, indeed, being of a 
bullish character, so that when this 
heavy selling was exhausted prices 
quickly recovered and made a slight ad- 
Vance under some good buying based on 
the _smail increase in Bradstreet’s 
world’s visible, only 68,000 bu. The 
heavy selling appeared to come entirely 
from the longs, little new business ap- 
pearing from the outside. 

Towards the last of the week prices 
made another slight advance, shorts be- 
ing anxious buyers to cover, and many 
of the longs taking on new lines, on the 
shiarply higher cables, the higher prices 
at Minneapolis and Chicago and the gen- 
eral bullish tone that existed in all 
of the domestic markets. Some good 
buying was caused also by the receipt 
of a private catlie from Argentine stat- 
ing that considerable trouble was be- 
ing encountered harvesting wheat in 
that country, and eaying that although 
the wheatiaverage was 10 per cent larg- 
er than last year. the yield would be 
much smaller, because of the extensive 
unfavorable weather. 

The good tone existed until the last, 
there being good buying at all times, al- 
though advances were frequently 
checked by the profit taking by scalpers 
and legitimate longs and Iike conditions 
in ‘other domestic markets. Net prices 
for the week show an advance of 1 
cent. 

December wheat started the week at 
71%@i2c, advanced to 724%c, declined to 
72igc, rose again to 72%c, went as, high 
as 73, ended the week at 1 %c.

A good business was done all week 
in cash wheat, with rices for all 
grades strong.

This year it is planned to give Mr. 
Campbell ten assistants, whd will be 
stationed at all the large shipping points 
for the purpose of disposing of the 
crop. The onions shipped by boat from 
Galveston in this manner can undoubt- 
edly be disposed of before they arrive 





ments made for routing them to such 
markets as are not overcrowded with 
onions. 

There is plenty of demand in _ the 
United States to absorb three times the 
onions raised in Texas, if properly dis- 
tributed to the markets. 

The onion crop is now valued annu- 
ally at more than $1,000,000, and the ralis- 
ers can afford to take particular care 
in insuring a good market for the out- 
put. Next year the crop is expected 
to be not less in value than $2,000,000.

GLASGOW, Ky., Oct. 27.—A story has 
reached here from Bearwallow, in this

She 
then walked nearly two miles to the 
iome of an uncle, carrying a large va- 
ise of clothing.

A physician by heroic work revived 
‘he almost dying girl. He s0gn discov- 
2red what was the matter and gave 
ner the attention she should have had 
twelve hours before. She said her child 
was born dead and she left it in the 
cornfield. Magistrate P. L. Terry was 
notified, and Tuesday morning impanel- 
ed a jury to hold an inquest. The jury 
went as directed by the mother and 
found the baby wrapped in a comfort, 
with one arm protruding, and perfectly 
blue from exposure to the severe cold 
of the two nights. 

Esquire Terry picked the pundle up 
in his hands and was unwrapping the 
blanket from the child, when he was 
startled by a yell which told that it 
was very much alive. When the crowd 
had sufficiently recovered from their 
surprise they tenderly wrapped the baby 
and hastened to its mother. The child 
was given attention, and can now cry 
like a child two months old, and seems 
to ‘be none the worse for having lain 
out in the cold forty hours without at- 
tention.

FREAK CATHEDRAL 
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DHAWS ThE CURIOUS 


Despite Toy Bank Before Visi- 
tors, ‘‘Archbishop” Is Trou- 
bled With Debts 


WINNIPEG, Manitoba, Nov. 3— 
“Archbishop Seraphim’ has been in 
trouble over his ‘‘cathedral,’’ built with 
and he cannot pay so much.

This’ “junk shop’ cathedral of the 
good bishop is one of Winnipeg's curi- 
osities. From a car window on Stella 
street there dawns upon the astonished 
sight a structure which is an embodied 
interfogation point. It is an octagonal, 
one-story building of wood, the sides 
put together as a board fence and paint- 
ed orange; the sloping roof is gf tin and 
close inspection shows that it*is gilded 
or painted in the similitude of heavens 
above, with a sprinkling of stars. 

The whole is surmounted by cupola of 
brass and old iron, shakily constructed, 





-while a still more crazy ‘‘tower’’ leans 


like that of Pisa over a ‘‘chime”’ of four 
bells, of different shapes and sizes. The 
pointed windows with thelr wooden 
shutters marked by rude crosses make 
it evident that this is a church of some 
kind. 

This is the ‘‘cathedral”’ constructed by 
“Archbishop Seraphim,”’ a Russian who 
is said to have been excommunicated by 
the Greek Orthodox Church, but who 
has a small following in Winnipeg. 

One enters a little chamber, which 
might hold 2% _ persons, though it 
seems crowded with two. It is car- 
peted after a fashion, but is a scene 
of most woeful litter. Gaudy chromos 
and faded banners decorate the wall. 
Two immense candles are twined 
with artificial red poppies. In the 
center is a gilt pipe skeleton canopy, if 
one may call it such. with a _ brass 
dome over it. On a table beneath is 
a toy bank, a subscription book and a 
stone jug. These really constituted the 
raison d'etre of the buildi-g, for one 
was insinuatingly shown the book, a 
stubby pencil was handed one and a 
dirty - forefinger pointed out Premier

The brave policemen and the scores of clerks | HA RS Se. — = a a a ct 
who serve them, are not its only occupants. In 
the steel-barred stone bastile hidden in the rear 
are scores of prisoners, tried and untried, locked 
in cells, rising tier upon tier, who could not flee, 
whom only death could liberate. The Four Courts, 
with its four stories from the level of Twelfth 
street, is crowded with workers and visitors almost 
every day. Judges and clerks, sheriffs and others 
in official duty, newspaper men and citizens with 
business in the courts, intrust their lives to the 
building. 

A few days ago several square yards of plaster 
fell upon the broad desk at which “Col. Dick” 
(Johnson), the Assistant ‘Circuit Attorney, sits. 
He only looked up from his work, smiled at a ter- 
rified friend who was trying to unlock an un- 
locked door, remarked that “it nearly got” him 
and said: “That reminds me of a story.” His 
visitor was not interested in the etory and de-. 
parted, according to the warning on the wall: 
“At the first sign of breaking plaster, leave build- 
ine immediately.” 

Then almost every day for a week plaster fell 
in first one room and then in another on the 
grand jury floor. A negro janitor made the 
leap of his life, avoided a fall of plaster, and then 
returned to his mop. 

A crack in the thick wall of Chief Desmond’s 
headquarters causes that official much uneasi- 
ness. If you care to go to the first landing of the 
wooden stairway from the Twelfth street entrance 
you may peer through a great crack into the 
court on the other side; and if you go out into 
that court, you can see a rent zig-zagging its way 
in the wall almost to the roof.

O MORE impressive illustration of the new 
trend of art than the 
collection of pictures of the life of Christ 

recently exhibited at the ¥. M. C. A. in St. Louis 
and now on tour throughout the Southwest, with 
a return to St. Louis during the winter in prospect. 
This is the celebrated Tissot 

The Tissot pictures exhibited in St. Louis last 
winter were illustrations of the Old Testament. The 
pictures going through the Southwest today by the 
same celebrated artist are of much greater histori 
cal Value, inasmuch as they depict scenes from the 
New Testament, in which the Savior appears inal. 
most every instance. 

A strong personal interest attaches to every pic 
ture by a noted artist illustrating events leading 
up to the Crucifixion. Paintings in which the figure

of Christ appears occupy a peculiar class in them- 


selves. They are by that fact removed from the 
common run of works of art and are placed in a 
unique category. The popular demand *from all 
parts of the world for reproductions of such pictures 
is large and steady. There are no pictures in ex. 
istence so well known as many that belong in this 
group. 

It is said, for instance, that Munkacsy’s picture 
of Christ before Pilate ix the most widely known 
picture in the world today, the one with which the 
largest number of people are familiar. It is, how 
ever, almost the only Biblical picture that Munkaesy 
painted. 

The Tissot collection, on the other hand, is a vast 
gallery in itself. It includes many hundreds of ex- 
quisite paintings representing nearly all the Biblical 
scenes. 

It shows Christ at almost every step from the 
cradle to the grave.

But its most singular and interesting character- 
istic is the fact that it presents the scenes familiar 
to the Christian world from early childhood, illus 


trated with all the newest methods in art, and 
illuminated by a scientific. realistic imagination. 
No man ought to attempt to illustrate the life 
of Christ who did not have imagination, and inn 
magination in a high degree. Without this quali- 
fieation the product of a photographer in the Holy 
Land would be as valuable. A photograph, for in- 
stance, of the Jaffa Gate, possesses little no 
artistic value. But a picture of the Jaffa Gate, 
with Christ passing through it, is, if reverently and 
skillfully painted, a valuable artistic creation. 


or 


The old illustrators ofthe Bible possessed imag- 
ination of a certain kind. But it was imagination, 
unaccompanied by industry or training. These gen- 
tlemen simply sat in their studios at home, and, in 
picturing the great scenes preceding the Crucifixion, 
they imagined the whole thing. 

They imagined no! only the figure of Christ, but 
the aspect of the landscape. They imagined certain 
flowers that they thought might grow in Jerusalem, 
certain colors of the sky and earth which they 
thought might properly belong there, and certain 
typical street scenes and people which appeared to 
fit into the surroundings. -The result of this imag- 
inative work, it, has now been discovered, is that 
nearly all of the old-time Bible illustrations are 
fakes in regard to the actual aspects of the coun- 
try. . 

The English Bible illustrators put English land- 
scapes, English men and English animals and plants 
into their scenes in Palestine, The Frenchmen 
transferred the atmosphere of France to the Holy 
Land and the Dutch gave us Dutch Phari-ees and 
Scribes from the Zuyder Zee, Hence the rotund 
Sadducees and angels, the  light-complexioned 
money changers in the Temple and the Scandinavian 
aposties from the more northern climes. 

All this is now changed. In his Bible scenes Tis 
got shows the Palestine landscape as it is today, the 
unchanging races in the streeta of Jerusalem as 
the traveler sees them, the animals and plants of the 
Moly Land as they actually grow, and not as they 
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might grow. In addition to this the great French 


realist has studied accuracy in his measurements. 
He makes the streets of .Je:usalem look like what 
they are, about sixteen feet wide, and he makes 


the Mount of Olives, Golgotha and other eminences 
the height they really are and not imaginary moun- 
tains, as the old-time Bible artists painted them.

A Great Change in Southwestern Representation--- 


Ten Senators to Be Elected This \Winter---Com 
mercial Forces Now bringing in a New Class. 


States of the Southwest will elect 
United States Senators this winter. 
The claim is made that the charac- 
iter of the Senate has changed. A cry has 

been raised against that body that it is no 
longer representative of the people. but of 
special interests, although the Senate never 
was a popular legislative body, but was 
apparently intended as the representative 
of the sovereign States.

Its victims are drawn from every 
walk; it knows neither caste nor condition, and does 
not bother itself over sex or religion. 

In St. Louis Circuit Attorney Sager has frequent- 
ly expressed an intention of proceedings against the 
bucket shops, but during the two years he has been 
in office nothing has been accomplished in the way 
of effective prosecution, 

The difference between the legitimate exchange 
and the bucket shop may be explained by the state- 
ment that transactions through a regular broker 
are simply commissions executed by him, and in 
which his interest in the loss or gain of the cus- 
tomer is entirely impersonal. On the other hand, 
the bucket shop owner is not a broker, but a princi- 
pal. He does not execute your orders on commis- 


If you make a “deal” at one price and are “wiped 
out,” your recourse ‘is to carefully note the hour, 
minute and second of th® quotation and compare it 
with the published report of the exchange on the 
market of which your “trade” was supposed to have 
been made. If you find a wrong quotation was put 
up for wiping out your margin, you can protest to 
the bucket shop keeper—usually with the result that 
your protest is explained away by the alleged «dilfer- 
ence in time of transmission or by some similar ex 
cuse, 


~ After the price has been manipulated! to wipe out 
vour margin it can then leisurely drop down until 
it disposes of the margin of your friend, who bought 
when you sold.
